The refusal of a Public Company to declare a 
dividend can of itrclf make no difference whatever 
in regard to the assessment of the profits of the 
Company. Such Company is entitled to deduct a 
bad debt from the profits of the year in which the 
debt is ascertained to bea bad debt, but. it must do 
80, a8 an individual must, once for all ; and however 
prudent and reasonable its conduct may be in not 
declaring a dividend from the profits of one year, 
until a loss made or ascertained in @ previous year 
(whether in the shape of a bad debt or not), is 
made good the right of the State to the duties 
upon the net profits of each succecding year, cal- 
culated according to the Act, cannot be affected 
thereby, 


With respect to the meaning of the term “ bad 
debt,” it is almost impossible to give any defini- 
tion of it which shall apply to all cases, and much 
must be left to thediseretion of the Commissioners 
in determining what shall be, and what shal! not 
be allowed as a bad debt. ‘The only general 
definition that can be safely given of it is that it 
must be a debt which has been, during the period 
fur which the return of profits has been made, for 
the first time ascertained to be irrecoverable and 
has been dond fide und upon reasonable grounds 
written off to profit and loss, or otherwise so dealt 
with in the Creditors’ Books ax to leave any amount 
that may in any subsequent year be recovered 
to enter into the profits of such subsequent year. 
Where this has occurred with reference to part 
of a debt, the part so ascertained and so dealt 
with may be treated as a bad debt, while the rest 
cunnot be so treated. 

A Firm which has long had in its Books a debt 
known to be bad, but which it has not (in eonse- 
quence of some rule of the Firm or of inadver- 
tence), previously written off to profit and lose, 
cannot, by merely writing it offin the year for 
which the profits are estimated, claim an allow- 
ance for the debt as a bad debt, chargeable against 
the profits of that year. Such a debt will not 
fulfil the condition of having been /or the sires 
time ascertained to be a bad debt during the 
pericd for which the profits are estimated, nor 
ean a Firm, having ascertained in that period that 
adebt is absulutely bad and irrecoverable to au 
extent moro than suflicient to swallow up the 
profits of that year, satisfy the conditions of the 


| Act by merely’ writing off to profit and logs, in 


that yeur, so much as will meet their profits 
carrying on the balaneo of the debt us an asset 
in the accounts of the next year, and repeat 
the process the next year by then carrying 
that balance to profit and loss and setting 
off such apparent loss against the profits 
gf such next year.

the Rajah of Bijawur at their respective Encamp- 
ments.

Read Memorandum on the Military Establish- 
ment of the Pegu and enasserim Provineer, at 
pages 9 to 17 of the printed Report dn British 
Burmah, by LR. Temple, Fsq., ¢. 8. and Lieute- 
uant-Colonel Bruce, ¢. 6., dated 15th December 
Is60. * 

The present strength of the Military Foree in 
Pegu is given in these papers as follows, r 
Three Horse Batteries und six Companies of 
Artillery, two Companies of Sappers and Miners, 
twelve Regiments of Infantry, European, and 
Native, with the proportion of Staffand Establish- 
ments, Orduance, Commissariat, and Medical, aud 
two Steamers held in reserve for the transport of 
Troops, the whcle Leing maintained at an annual 
cost of about Rupees (€4,65,000) sixty-four lacs 
and sixty-five thousand. 


2. With an organized Police Force, such as 1s 
intended to be maintained in the Province, it 1® 
considered desirable and practicable to withdraw 
the Troops entirely from the minor Stations, 1 
well as the Outposts occupied at present by the 
Pegu Supper Battalion, and to concentrate the 
Military Forces at the four prineipal Stations, ¢i:. 
Rangovn, Moulmein, ‘Tonghoo, and Thyetmyo. 

3. ‘This arrangement admits of a very coll 
derable reduction of the Forces now in Pegu, aud 
the following Establishment will for the future be 
mwnaintained, ms, :— 

One Horse Battery, and two Reserve Comps 
nies of Artillery. 

Two Regiments Enropean Infantry, and’ four 
Regiments of Native Infantry, with a cue proj of 
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tion of Staff, Establishments, and Stores, the 
estimated cost of which is Rupees (29,95 .000) 
twenty-nine lakhe and ninety-five thousand, show- 
ing a saving of about (35) thirty-five lakhs of 
Rupees annually on the present Establishment. 

4, This Foree will be divided amongst the four 
Stations named, in the following proportion :— 

Rangoon —One Company Artillery, one Wing 
European und one Reziment Native Infantry, 

Maoulmein.—One Regiment Native Infantry. 


Tonghoo.—One Company Artillery, with four 
Mountain Guns attached, for Pony Draught, one 
Wing European and one Regiment Native Infantry. 


Thyetmyo.—One Yorse Battery, one Regiment 
European and two Regiments Native Infantry. 

The Troops will accordingly be withdrawn from 
the following Stations, riz.:— 

“Pegu, Prome, Tavoy, Henzada, Shooeghyeen, 
Bassein, Meeoung, Mergui, and Mecaday.” 

Under arrangements which will be concerted 
between the Commissioner of Pegu and the Major 
General Commanding the Pegu Division, all the 
Force in excess of the Establishment to be thus 
maintained will be withdrawn to its own Presi- 
dency, under instructions whieh will be ecommuni- 
ealed to the Authorities in Pegu by the Madras 
Government. 

5. The Tlorses of the two Batteries which are 
tobe withdrawn from Pen will not, however, be 
sent lo Madras. The Battery to be retained at 
“Phyetmyo” isto be completed with “the best 
Horses of the other two Batteries, and a surplus, 
caleulated at the ordinmy number of Remounts 
for two years, will also he attached to this Battery. 
A sufficient number of Horses are to be told off 
for the Mountain Guns at Tonghoo, and the 
remainder are to be sold as svon as practicable. 

6. The Mountain Guns will hereafter be pro- 
vided with Pony Draugit by local purchase, us 
casualties oceur amonget the Horses. 

7. The Government of Madras is requested to 
decide whether the Head-Quarters of the Batta- 
lion of Artillery shall be retained in Pegu or sent 
to Madras, and they will also make such provision 
for the extra Attendants and for miaintuining th 
Farnese, &c., with the Mountain ‘Train as 1 
De deemed necessary. 

%. All the Native Regiments in excess of four, 
(including the Pegu Sapper Battalion), which are 
to be maintained tor the present, will be with- 
drawn by the Madras Government. in com- 
munication with the Lecal Authorities in Pegu. 
The men of the Regiments thus withdrawn, if 
passed by a Medical Committce as healthy and 
efficient Soldiers, are to be alluwed to volunteer 
fur the three Line Corps remaining in Burmah to 
tuch extent as will give the latter a tem- 
porary additional Estublishment of 200 Privates, 
witha due proportion of Non-Commissioned 
‘Officers, provided the total strength is not thereby 
Mnereased beyond 800 Privates per Regiment. 
‘The families of men so volunteering will, if willing 
to go, be forwarded at once to Burmah at the 
Government expense ; and on the éventugl with- 
drawal of these Regiments, the men will be per- 
iitted to rejoin their original Corps should they 
desire todo “so. But in event of Government 
adopting the suggestion of the report for raising 

‘iments for service in Burmah, the men so 
Voluntesring will ‘have preference. Their places 
are not tobe filled up in the mean time in the 























Regiments from which they volunteer. The 
results of the voluntecring will be separately 
reported by the Major General Commanding, for 
the information of the Government of India. 


9. The Madras Government is requested to 
communicate with the Commissioner of Pega and 
with the Military Finance Commission on the 
suljeet of the proposal at page 13 of the printed 
Reports, and to favor the Government. of India 
with its opinion on the financial and) other bear. 
ings of the proposition that the Native Troops to 
be retained in the Provinces to the East of the 
bay of Bengal should consist. of Local Corps be- 
longing to the Madras Anny, and under the orders 
of the Commander-in-Chief of that Presidency. 


10. The diminution of the Force will admit of 
a considerable and proportionate reduction of the 
Staff and of the Ordnance, Commissariat, Medical, 
and Pay Departments, and also of Camp Equipage, 
Cattle, Bearers, &e.,and the Government of Fort 
St. George is requested to take this matter into 
consideration, und to give effect, without delay, to 
such measures of reduction as may be practicable, 


11. The number of Pieces of Ordnance now 
maintained in the Province will be reduced at 
least to the extent proposed in the Report, and 
those to be kept up for the future will be re- 
distributed in such proportion and in such localities 
us may be fixed upon by the Major General Com- 
manding the Division, in communication with the 
Cominissioner. 


12. All the Ordnance Stores in the Trovince 
being largely reduced, the provision of a suitable

Resowwtor.—1, The Bengal ‘Commissariat 
expenditure of 1858-59 amounted to little short of 
four Millions Sterling, and a hope was 
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the Right Hon’ble the Sceretary of State, in re 
viewing the Report, thet the result of the in- 
vestigations of the Military Finance Commitsion 
would enable the Government of India to bring this 
expenditure, w! ich he justly characterizes as 
« enormous,” Within reasonable limits, 


g. It appears from the Revert of the Military 
Finance Commission, now before Government, 
that the total Commissariat expenditure of 1558-59 
was for all India upwards of 46,730,000, 
This has been closely approached by the expendi- 
ture of 1859-60, which was 46,470,000, and the 
expenditure of the current year will also appear 
oxcessively high, not owing entirely to the actual 
charges of the year, but partly to the settlement 
of artear charges of former years. 


8, The Military Finance Commission bear 
testimony to the cxertions of the Commissaries 
General, and of many of their Subordinates, to 
reduce these enormous charges, and they bring to 
notice that the power to doso rests only in part 
with the Officers of the Commissariat Department, 

4, This is grently owing tothe system where- 
by a variety of miscellancous charges have licen 
imposed on the Commiessriat Department, over 
which the Commissary General and the Fxeautive 
Officers of the Department could exercise little 
orno direct control; the Commissariat Depart. 
ment in such cases Leing simply bound to comply 
with the requisitions of other Departmente, where- 
by the Commicsariat disbursemenia have been 
greatly enlarged, and the enormous expenditure 
Sieed under the head “ Commissariat” has been 
viewed as if incurred to the full extent for its 
own Departmental purposes and under its own 
Departmental direction and control, 


5. Tt in resolved, therefore to rclieve the Com- 
missariat Department from bearing the entire 
responsibility of this large miscellanecus expen- 
diture, and to place on those who originate the 
demands the responsibility for the extent of 
their requisitionr, thereby confining the respoy- 
sibility of the Commissariat Department {o dis- 
bureements proper to those specific serviers for 
which the Commissary General directly incurs 
expenditure on account of his own Department, 
and to the rates at which the demands of other 
Departments are met. The expenditure incurred 
on account of supplies to other Departmenta, as 
well as the payments made by the Commisrariat 
for supplies directly procured by other Depart- 
ments, will hereafter be exhibited separately in 
the accounts. 


6, With a view to check the supplics of Bar- 
rack Furniture and Barrack conveniences, to be
